Buckner said that while the 
weight of opinion seemed to be that 
m constitutional amendment would 
be necessary in order to create Fed- 
eral police courts, some eminent 
lawyers held the contrary view. He 
named as one of these Prof. Felix 
Frankfurter of the Harvard Law 
School, and in response to a sug- 
gestion from Senator Walsh he 
promised to ask the professor for a 
brief on the subject. 

From his figures 
staggering cost of enforcement, 
Buckner preceeded to what = ap- 
peared to him to be an inevitable 
conclusion when a State refused to 
join with the Federal Government 
in the enforcement of prohibition 
—and he pointed out that Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrews 
had said that State co-operation 
was necessary. 


Modification Rational Step. 
Then, said Buckner, the rational 
step was for Congress so to modify 
the law that the State would come 
into partnership. He suggested that 
each State be allowed to fix for 
itself the alcoholic content of liquor 
that it desired. Such permission 
would be “bait” to the State to 
join with the Federal Government 
in full enforcement of the law. 


“The other plan has heen tried 
and has failed,’’ was the tenor of 
his advice to the committee. “Now 
let us try this other plan.’”’ 

He said that when a State de- 
fined an alcoholic cortent, that 
definition should stand eas the 
Federal law for that state. Then 
it would be possible, in New York, 
to establish an enforcement part- 
nership between the State and Fed- 
eral Government—something which 
New York now declings to accept. 
“We have failed to get the State 
fo come into the partnership on 
the Federal terms,” he said. “Why 
not try to get it to come in on 
the State’s terms?” 

Arguing for an increase in the 
salar‘es of enforcement § agents, 
Buckner said it was impossible for 
aman with a wife and one child 
to live in New York on the average 
of $2000 now provided. Notwith- 
standing th'‘s fact, he said, there 
Was an abundance of applicants 
for the jobs. 

“Why do they want the jobs,” 
asked Senator Reed, “if they can't 
live on them? The question, like 
several others put by Reed, drew 
n delightful guffaw from the audi- 
enee, 

“Don't they want them,” pur- 
sued Reed, ‘because of the oppor- 
tunity to make money?” 

“Salary Beyond Temptation.” 

“T don't want to express myself 
on that point,” said Buckner. “I 
s'mply say that the present salary 
is not a living wage for a man 
with a family.” 

“Yet men clamor for the jobs,”’ 
said Reed. “Yes, they clamor for 
the jobs,’ agreed Buckner. 

“What salary would be required 

to place a man beyond tempta- 
tion?’ asked Reed. “He should 
be paid a salary on which he can 
live respectably, and a man with 
a family can't live in New York 
on. $2000 a year.” 
“But have not some of them 
manifested prosperity?’ quizzed 
Reed. “I -won't give an opinion 
on a subject on which I have not 
the concrete facts,” replied § the 
witness. 

Buckner then told of the trouble 
he had had in getting evidence of 
corruption on the part of enforce- 
ment officials. He went to one 
man whose place was about to be 
padlocked and told him that if he 
would give the name of the per- 
son to whom he had paid protec- 
tion money, the padlock order 
would be withdrawn The man 
replied that his life would be in 
danger if he told.

THIS picture of the Italian premier was made about two weeks 
ago, as he reviewed members of the Fascisti as they marched 
past him on the seventh anniversary of the foundation of the Fascismo.

Caution Against Violence. 
After Mussolini had been shot, 
Augustin Turati, the new secre- 
tary-general of the Fascist party, 
\ssued a manifesto in which he 
stigmatized as useless the attempt- 
ed asassination by @ “foreign wom- 
an,” and added: “Once again God 
has saved Italy and its head,.”” 
Turati urged .the Fascisti to find 
strength to overcome the impulse 
to anger, proclaiming: “The Duce 
commands that there shall be no 
act of violence. You must obey. 
Fascism will inflict upon itself the 
painful discipline of repression, be- 
ing sure that nothing can arrest 
the march of history.” 
The Vatican was informed of the 
attempt against the Premier short- 
ly after its occurrence. The news 
was communicated to the Pope by 
Cardinal Gasparri, papal Secretary 
of State. Both voiced their joy 
that the Almighty had prevented 
the attempt from having grave 
consequences, 

Newspapers Wrecked. 

But Mussolini's appeal soon after 
the shooting for no disorder was 
not known at that time to the peo- 
ple of Rome, and Fascist groups 
immediately marched to the plants 
of several opposition newspapers 


and either wrecked or burned 
them. Crowds of young men car- 
rving walking sticks marched 


through the main thoroughfares, 
chanting national airs or shouting 
imprecations against . those who 
dared imperil the progress of the 
Fatherland by attacks against the 
man “who is saving Italy.”

against the presentregime, only cries 
of indignation and sorry.

People snatched special editions 
from the hands of newsboys, and 
when the population was assured 
that Mussolini was not seriously 
wounded, gradually resumed its ha- 
bitual calm. 

Because of the fact that the 
woman who fired the shot is a Brit- 
ish subject, the authorities are 
keeping special vigilance over the 
foreign residents as a measure of 
nrotection. 

Miss Gibson, sister of Raron 
Ashbourne, made her attempt 
against the life of Mussolini be- 
cause she felt impelled by a “super 
natural force entrusting her with a 
lofty mission,”’ she has said in re- 
vly to the questions of the Crown 
nrosecutor, 

Miss Gibson, handcuffed, has 
heen lodged in a women’s prison 
rhere she was interrogated. 
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had never seen Premier Mussolini 
before yesterday. 

This statement, however, is con- 
tradicted by Dr. Ugo Tavani, an 
army surgeon, who testified that 
Sunday, when attending the cere- 
mony celebrating the anniversary 
of the foundatoon of Fascismo, he 
saw an elderly woman of middle 
size and with white hair resembling 
Miss Gibson, trying to approach the 
place where Mussolini was speak- 
ing. He said she was holding a 
bouquet of flowers in her left hand, 
while her right hand was concealed 
in her pocket. mere 

Miss Gibson is kept in an isolated 
cell Her face and neck were 
scratched and her dress torn by 
the crowd, which attempted vio- 
lent reprisals against her just 
after she had fired the shot at the 
Premier. : 


Advices received in J.ondon from 
the Italo-Swiss frontier are to the 
effect that guerilla warfare is go- 
ing on between the Fascisti and 
anti-Fascisti in the province of Pa- 
lermo, Sicily. The Fascists, after 
a pitched battle, captured the vil- 
lage of Capaci, together with 20 
prisoners, including the Mayor and 
a priest. The anti-Fascists retired 
into the mountains. 

This‘fight had no _ connection 
with the attempted assassination 
of Premier Mussolini yesterday, as 
it took place on Tuesday. 


Lady Ashbourne Not Surprised at 
Deed of Sister-in-Law. 
By the Associated Fress. 

COMPIEGNE, France, April 8.— 
“My sister-in-law’s deed did not 
surprise me,” said Lady Ashbourne, 
wife of Baron Ashbourne, when in- 
formed of the shooting of Benito 
Mussolini by the Hon. Violet Al- 
bina Gibson, his 50-year-old sister 
of the Baron. The Ashbournes 
maintain a residence here. 

“For some time past,’ Lady Ash- 
bourne added, “Violet has not been 
in the enjoyment of all her facul- 
ties. She is the subject of nervous 
attacks, at irregular intervals, of 
a highly alarming nature and _ fre- 
peatedly has attempted to commit 
suicide. We tried to place her in 
a sanitarium, but Italian law makes 
prolonged treatment of such cases 
difficult. 

“We have not seen Violet for 18 
months. Violet always has been 
inclined to religious mysticism, a 
tendency which was accentuated 
by the recent political events in 
Ireland. I was somewhat aston- 
ished that she should have shot at 
Signor Mussolini, for her sympa- 
thies would ordinarily rather be 
with Fascismo. It would have 
been more in keeping with her 
views for her to have made an at- 
tempt on the life of the Pope.”’

FIREMEN SAVE TWO 
PERSONS ON PORCH 


They Were Trapped by 
Flames in Home at 5151 
Washington— Blaze 
Started in Basement. 


Charles Wynn, 37 years old, a 
plumber, was injured critically at 
3:30 a. m. today when he jumped 
from a third-floor window of the 
rooming house at 30€1 Cass ave- 
nue, after awakening to find his 
room in flames. It is believed that 
he fell asleep with a lighted ciga- 
rette which ignited the bed. 

The fire was discovered by Mrs. 
Betty Murphy, who occupied the 
room below. She aroused 13 oth- 
er men, women and children in the 
house, all of whom fled to the 
street in their night clothes. 

In the yard Mrs. Murphy saw 
Wynn at the window of his room 
surrounded by flames. She cried 
to him not to jump, but he disre- 
garded her and leaped out, strik- 
ing the soft earth of the side yard. 
Taken to city hospital he was 
found to be suffering with frac- 
tures of the spine and ribs, inter- 
nal injuries and severe burns, 

The fire was confined to his 
room where virtually everything 
was destroyed. The bed was bad- 
ly charred. The property loss, es- 
timated by Harry Krieger, operator 
of the house, is about $1000. 


Firemen Rescue Man and Woman 
From Porch During Blaze. 

Fire in the home of Isaac C. 
Hirsch, 5151 Washington boule- 
vard, last night, trapped Hirsch 
and Miss Ruth K. Behymer, who 
resides at the same address, on a 
second-floor rear porch where they 
waited until firemen arrived with 
a ladder. They descended the lad- 
der and escaped without injury, 
although the building and contents 
were damaged about $9000, as esti- 
mated by Hirsch, 

They were asleep in rooms on 
the second floor at 2 a. m. when 
Miss Behymer was aroused by 
smoke. She discovered the stair- 
ways blocked by flames and called 
the Fire Department from a tele- 
phone extension. Then she aroused 
Hireach and went with him to the 
porch. 

The blaze began in the  base- 
ment, caused apparently by a leak 
in an ofl heater. It was confined 
to the first floor, although smoke 
and water caused considerable 
damage upstairs. After the fire 
was extinguished, Miss Behymer 
reported that two diamond-set 
platinum rings, valued at $3500, 
were missing from a dresser in her 
bedroom. 


$150 FOR SOVIET VISA TO U. S. 


High Rate Aims to Discourage Rus- 
sians Leaving Country. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 8.—Russians 


who want to go to the United 


States or other foreign countries 
hereafter must pay $150 for their 
soviet passport. This is 15 times 
the visa fee charged foreigners 
entering the United States, which 
since the war, has been the highest 
passport fee in the world. 

The soviet Government makes 
an exception for workers and mem- 
bers of the proletariat, who will 
have to pay only $100 for the priv- 
ilege of going abroad. These high 
rates have a two-fold purpose, to 
discourage Russians from leaving 
the country and to regulate for- 
eign currency within Russia. For- 
eigners desiring to enter or leave 
Russia must pay a fee of $5, and 
must make a further payment of 

2.50 for the privilege of staying 
in Russia from one to 12 weeks. 
All applicants for passports, Rus- 
Sians and foreigners alike, will be 
compelled to pay an additional 10 
per cent of their fees as a con- 
tribution to the Russian Red Cross.

DECLARES RADIO COPYRIGHT 
BILL IS PRICE-FIXING MOVE: 


Chairman of Publishers’ Society 
Before Joint Committee: Pas- 
sage of Act in Doubt. 


WASHINGTON, April !.—The 
radio copyright bill, which has been 
vigorously supported by broad- 
casters at the joint hearings of 
the Senate and House Patents 
Committees, was assailed as «4 
price-fixing measure today by E. 
Cc. Mills, chairman of the admin!s- 
trative committee of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers. 

Some members of the Senate and 


. House committees, which hare 

heard the society attacked as a 
combination in restraint of trade. 
have reached the conclusion that 
enactment of such a bill would be 
extremely difficult at this session 
of Congress. Senator Dill ‘( Dem.) 
of Washington, one of the authors 
of the cpyright bill, has announced 
that he would propose, as a solution 
for the problems raised during the 
hearings that the radio commis- 
sion provided for in the pending 
Dul-White radio regulation bill be 
empowered to determine rates to 
be charged by stations for use of 
their facilities and by copyrigh: 
owners for the use of their works 
by the broadcasters.

I walked into one station to find 
the Lieutenant listening to a 
radio concert—at an hour when the 
police were supposedlv busy in the 
48-hour drive on crime and vice— 
and this was in a district overrun 
with vice and filled with the crim- 
inal element. He, too, was de- 
moted. The last I heard of him he 
was working fora brewery. 

Police were not on the streets 
during the night hours and it was 
discovered that before and after 
the midnight hour Philadelphia 


was virtually “policeless.” The in- 
coming and outgoing shifts or 
platoons of police, instead of re- 


lieving each other at their desig- 
nated posts, as required for obvious 
reasons, were meeting in the sta- 
tion houses, to relieve each other 
there, blocks, and sometimes miles. 
away from the posts they were sup- 
That, system was 
halted immediately. 


Suspensions Found Necessary. 
Within the first ten days it was 
found necessary to rid the depart- 
ment of eight or ten Heutenants 
and scores of policemen. The rea- 
sons were ineffeciency, lack of de- 
sire to co-operate and drunkenness. 
Those who were tried and found 
wanting were immediately suspend- 
ed and demoted-~—I didn’t save the 
power to dismiss them outright. 
These officials apparently couldn't | 


and dica’t understand that an or- 
der meant just what it read. They 
had been used to other conditions. 
They had, for too long a period. 
heard the orders of their superiors, 
only to disregard them and accept 
the orders of the politicians to 
whom they owed their jobs or oth- 
er allegiance. 


This was more than had been con- 
ducted in several months by the 
police the year before, 

Hangouts of crooks were visited 
and the frequenters arrested. The 
underworld began to take notice. 
Soon there was a general exodus of 
gamblers, crooks, and other under- 
world and undesirables. 

fsut the police didn’t yet realize 
that this was real—they still 
thought it was just a show for a 
beginning, something noisy and 
spectacular to fool the people at 
the beginning of a new adminis- 
tration, as they had been fooled by 
Similar displays of activity often 
on many other occasions. 

Soon the police began to let up 
in their activity. Many of the 
raids, we discovered, wer of the 
“fake” variety, where the propri- 
etor was warned in advance that a 
raid would be conducted. It was an 
old trick—and it didn’t work. 


More Demotions. 


More Lieutenants, Sergeants and 
policemen were demoted or sus- 
pended. On one midnight tour 
through the tenderloin and the 
downtown section I found that the 
“lid” had been somewhat “tilted.” 

The fault, of course, was that of 
the police. At midnight the fol- 
lowing night the entire personnel 
of four station houses in that sec- 


tion were transferred, from the 
commanders to the newest re- 
cruits. Four hundred men were 


thus affected. The men were tak- 
en from the districts where they 
were known and where they were 
under the thumbs of the politica! 
leaders and assigned to districts 
where they were not well known. 
That move helped. 

Thus, throughout the days of 
that first month, there was drive 
after drive and raid after raid. 
Constant activity! The police were 
busy all the time. Policemen were 
on the streets, covering their beats, 
day and night. Lieutenants were 
out on the district, and so were 
Sergeants. The poljce force for 
once was functioning pfoperly: 
probably as it had never before 
functioned. 

The Mayor, in many public ad- 
dresses and in private conversa- 
tions with me, repeatedly reiter- 
ated his pledges and promises, 
supporting the work of divorcing 
the police from pglitics, commend- 
ed the police for their activity 
and spurred them on. 

But the politicians 
grumble and growl. They didn’t 
like the new order. It pinched 
them—and their pocketbooks, and. 
what hurt just as much, their pow- 
er and prestige. 

“Immediately they began to test 
me out, to learn if I was really in 
earnest: to learn how far they 
might push me—and get away with 
it. They couldn't understand, it 
seems, an honest public official. 

The second night in office, on 
Jan. 8, 1924, the bell on my office 
door in City Hall rang. “Mike” 
Kessler, secretaary to Charley Hall, 
entered. WHali, besides being Presi- 
dent of Council, is the leader 
of the Seventh Ward, a congested 
downtown section inhabited most- 
ly by Negroes and foreign-born 
residents.

CHEMIST DENIES COOKING 
DESTROYS FOOD VITAMINS 


Canned Peas and Spinach Contain 
More of Element Than Beans, 
He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
TULSA, Ok., April 8.—Contrary 


‘to popular belief, cooking does not 


destroy the vitamins in food, E. F. 
Kohman of Washington, D. C., 
chemist, for the National Canners 
Association, declared before a 
group meeting of the American 
Chemical Society, in convention 
here. 

Experiments have shown that 
vitamins in fats are destroyed by 
oxidation when they are directly 
exposed to air in shallow layers 
while being heated, Kohman said. 
but it was his belief that the 
vitamin content of food is not im- 
paired by ordinary handling. 
Canned peas and spinach are mucha 
more liberally endowed with vita- 
ming than canned beans, the chem- 
ist said. 

“It requires approximately - 25 
grams of canned beans to protect 
a guinea pig of a scurvy as against 
three of canned peas or -pinach,”

4000 Years Ago, but Stat- 
ute Was Circumvented.

Records of an ancient race, whose 
civilization vied with that of the 
Hittites and Egyptians, as they 
lived in the shadow of the Tower 
of Babel, have been revealed by 
speakers before the American Ori- 
ental Society.

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TALIAN COMPOSERS 
CONTEMPT FOR JAZZ 


Pietro Mascagni Says It Makes 
Him Ill—Discusses Native 
Creative Talent. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 8.—Italy, the home 
of grand opera, spurns with horror 
and contempt the idea that jazz 
may some day cross the thresholds 
of the Scala of Milan, tthe San Car- 
los of Naples and the Costanzi of 
Rome as it has already entered the 
Metropolitan in New York. 


Nor is jazz-inspired symphonic 
music sure of a warmer reception 
in a country which accords jazz 
dance music and dancing a reluct- 
ant tourist’s welcome, entertain- 
ing them in hotels and _ public 
places but barring them unequivo- 
cally from homes. 

“I speak for most Italian musi- 
cians and music lovers of the 
younger generation in declaring 
that I adore American jazz,”’ said 
Mario Corti, most celebrated vio- 
linist of Italy, professor at the Roy- 
al Academy of Santa Cecilia and 
perhaps the most representative 
figure in the musical life of pres- 
ent-day Italy. 

“We love its vigor, its novelty, 
its gayety and freshness, but it 1s 
too much from the path of our 
traditions to be fused with or into 
our music. Indeed, it presents a 
danger which we must avoid.” 

Signor Corti's polite mildness is 
in distinct contrast with the vio- 
lence of Pietro Mascagni, author of 
“Cavalleria Rusticana” and au- 
thentic torch-bearer of the Verdian 
tradition of lyrical grand opera, 


who abhors jazz music so whole- | 
heartedly that he is soon to go to, 
the United States as an arch-cru- | 
sader in a holy war against it. 

| 


Makes Mascagni Ill. 

“When I listened to the_howling, 
groaning, brutal noise-making of a 
jazz band,” Signor Mascagni said, 
“it makes me unutterably ill. Espe- 
cially the saxophone players who 
try to imitate the voice of the most 
ignoble animals. 

“Those dancers who, instead cf’ 
making the strange steps which 
would be compatible with th: 
pseudo-negro musical cacophony, 
slide about slowly and lugubrious- 
ly. They become more funerea} 
as the music becomes more fren- 
zied. 

“Let’s get rid of it and go back 
to Johann Strauss, who knew how 
to write dance music full of charm 
and abandon.” 

While the work of contempora- 
neous Italian composers does not 
appear to have been written with 
Signor Mascagni's advice in mind | 
it still less shows the influence of | 
ihe new American music. | 


Italy’s Creative Talent. 

“Italy,” said Signor Corti, “does 
not have ta look to America for 
fuel for her musical genius. Far 
from being poor in creative talent, 
the present generation in our 
country is furnishing a real renais- 
sance. Of tne nine leaders of this 
movement not a single one has 
reached the ripe age of 50, several 
are in the early thirties and yet 
their work has already gained in- | 
ternational fame.” ' 

The men of whom Signor Corti| 
spoke are Ildebrabdo Pizzetti, Ot- | 
torino Respighi, G. Francesco Ma- 
lipiero, Alfred Casella, Mario Cas- | 
te]Inuovo-Tedesco, Franco Alfano 
Victor de Sabata, Vincenzo- Tom- 
masini and Ricardo Pick-Mangia- 
elli. 

Pizzetti, who is director of the 
Milan Conservatory, has had enor- 
mous influence both in Italy and 
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abroad as the continuer of the true 
Italian musical tradition. 

Casella and Respighi are well 
known in the United States, each 
having played and conducted his 
own compositions here. Respighi’s 
playing his “Pines of Rome”’ in 
New York this year caused a sen- 
sation because he introduced into 
the orchestration the voice of a 
nightingale played by a_phono 
grarh record.
